in the Selectmen’s meeting. 

A Mr Meeks from the Registry 
of Motor Vehicles spent half an 
hour -with the board, in company 
with the Chief of Police. 

Chairman George Boylen wants 
a weighing station established in 
Wilmington, particularly for the 
purpose of weighing trucks from 
the Billerica gravel pit, and also 
for weighing any other truck that 
might venture on the old B&M 
bridges, Meeks told him that he

and is today a part of the Boston 
and Maine Railroad, 

‘The presiding genius in the in- 
ception, and then in the construc~ 
tion of that railroad was a man 
named Patrick T Jackson, Genius 
is said to be 1/10th inspiration and 
9/10ths perspiration, and Jackson 
was well qualified in this respect. 
He proved himself to be no arm- 
chair president, but rather one who 
was out on the road all the time, 
watching the progress of the work, 
Asa Sheldon, in his book ‘Wilming- 
ton Farmer’ tells of Mr, Jackson, 

The railroad was capitalized at 
$1,200,000, and the shares sold for 
$500 each, instead of the usual $100 
for which stock in the early rail-~ 
road companies sold, Much of the 
money came from men who owned 
the cotton mills in Lowell, They 
wanted transportation to and from 
those mills, for their cotton, 

Some of them were among the 
proprietors of the Middlesex Canal 
which ran from Charlestown to 
Lowell, but the canal was slow, and 
it was frozen over in the winter, 
Faster transportation had to be 
provided, 

When charters are granted to 
railroads, an event that doesn’t 
heppen very often in these days and 
times, it was customary to grant 
also the rights of Eminent Domain, 
for how can a railroad go anywhere 
if one recalcitrant farmer says 
“You can’t cross my land!’? 

But Jackson didn’t want to use 
that right, A roadway had already 
been surveyed, when the charter 
was granted, one that went through 
the various Middlesex villages, 

Jackson found that there was 
objection from the villagers, They 
didn’t want smoke from the loco- 
motives, They didn’t want the noise 


out of business in two years,

THE FIRST TRAIN: On the Boston & Lowell Raflroad, The date 


was May 27, 1835 


It is said that the early route 
projected the railroad to run at 
about where Wilmington Common 
is now, but when Baldwin laid out 
the new route it was as it istoday, 
and in Wilmington this was along 
the route of the old canal, 

The business center of Wilming- 
ton moved promptly to the railroad, 
a sort of Mahomet and Mountain 
idea, 

The new railroad was 25 3/4 
miles long, and when it was finished 
it had cost over $1,600,000 tocon- 
struct, or over $60,000 a mile, 

Other railroads being built at 
that time cost about $40,000a mile, 
But there was good reason for the 
added cost, 

Patrick Jackson was building for 
permanence and safety. 

He had stone railroad ties, not 
wooden ones, They were laid on 
foundations that went down about

three feet into the soil, No frost 
was going to heave his railroad 
around} 

And he had a bridge at every 
place where a road crossed his 
railroad - no accidents were to 
be allowed. ‘There were twoplaces 
where bridges could not be built - 
West Medford and South Woburn, 
The latter is now called Winches- 
ter, The road crossings were just 
too long - a bridge could not be 
built, 

(Within the past twenty years a 
bridge has been built at Winches 
ter, but it was the railroad which 
was lifted over the roadway, not 
the roadway which was lifted over 
the railroad, The costs were very 
high, and borne, in part at least, 
by the state), 

The stone sleepers (or, if you 
please, railroad ties) were not the 
only extra that went into the con-

‘tish-backs’, to give it more re- 
sistance to the weight ofthe trains, 


wooden ties, have the trains 
always going up-hill, as the tracks 
gave way under the pressure of

The theory was

‘have lasted forever, but it didn’t 
consider the frailities of the human 


It was found that rides in trains 
that ran on tracks with wooden 
sleepers were comfortable, Rides 
on the Boston & Lowell, to the 
contrary, were found to be ‘bone~ 
bre: because of the rigidity 
of the track, 

Within two years after the rall- 
road opened for business, in 1835, 
all those stone sleepers had been 
removed, and wooden sleepers had 
been substituted, You may still 
find some of them, in Wilmington, 
There is a pile of them near the 
old Silver Lake railroad station 
site, Many of those sleepers went 
into the foundations for homes, 
The home of Mr, Howatt, at the 
corner of Clark and Main Streets, 
has some in the cellar walls, 

And while the stone sleepers 
are gone, the bridges that Mr. 
Jackson had built, so that there 
would be no grade crossing ac~ 
cidents, are still with us, 

‘They were solidly built, and may 
last for generations to come, 

‘They were built for horse and 
carriage, or ox cart. 

Not for the modern automobile, 
Not for fifty-six ton gravel trucks!
